State of New Hampshire. 


Yo the Inhabitants of the Town of Lancaster qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
9 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects : 


‘1. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


2. To choose three Selectmen, a Treasurer, a Pros- 
ecuting Agent and other necessary officers for the ensu- 
ing year. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the following purposes: 

First: To meet current expenses of the town and 
apply on principal and interest of the town debt. 

Second: For building and repairing highways and 
bridges. 

Third: For building and repairing sidewalks. 

Fourth; For breaking rock and building macadam 
roads and streets. 

Fifth: For lighting streets. 

Sixth: For observance of Memoral Day. 

Seventh: For extension and care of sewers. 

Kighth: For care of parks and cemeteries. 

Ninth: For support of library and reading room. 

4. To direct how money raised for any oftheabove 
purposes shall be expended. 


5. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to an act to provide for state aid and for the expend- 
iture of other public moneys in the permanent improve- 
ment of main highways throughout the state, passed 
February 5, 1905, and amendments thereto, and raise 
money for the same. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint a special police officer: for night 
service in Lancaster village for the ensuing year, and to 
raise money for same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise money for 
the observance of Old Home Week and direct how the 
same shall be expended. 

&. To see ii the town will vote to discontinue that 
part of the highway near Frank E. Heald’s place not 
now in use on account of changing of the highway at 
that point. 

9. To see what action the town will take with 
reference to the adoption of the provisons of Chapter 
172, of the Public Acts of the General Court, January 
Session, 1913, relative to the curfew law. 

10. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
one thousand dollars, orso much thereof as may be 
necessary, to reduce the grade on the hill of the Paige 
Hill road, so-called, and to repair and surface said road 
from its intersection with the main highway at Coos 
Junction to the foot of said Paige Hill, and to direct 
how the same shall be expended. 

11. To see what action the town will take with rei- 
erence to building a lockup, and raise money for the 
same. 

12. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the Chapin C. Brooks bequest. 

13. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.
